Citizens’ of Redecliff received quite 
a shock last Thursday afternoon as 
the news spread around that the aud- 
itors who are-now auditing the town’s 


books found some irregularities which | 


led them to believe that F. H.’ Court- 
nell, the town secretary-treasurer, had 


been misappropriating the town funds | 
Further investigation by the auditors | 


only served to confirm their suspic- 
ions, and during. the afternoon a. war- 
rant was issued for Mr. Courtnell’s 
arrest. At the preliminary | hearing 
the accused was charged with misap- 
propriating $1,171.50. He was allow- 
el out on bail of $2,000.00 with in- 
structions to:appear at a Supreme 
Court of competent jurisdiction to be 
held in Medicine Hat. 


As the audit proceeded several cth- 
ey. irregularities were discovered and 
additional charges re laid, This

Excellent work of the public health 
wrses piaintained in various districts 
of the. province by joint suppert of 
the. provineial government and mun- 
icipalities, is revealed in. the annual 
seport of the Nursing Branch of the 
Public Health Department ‘of the 
Provincial Government for 1924. 

During the year the public health 
turses” made inspections of 107 
Ad- 
litional duties were given. the nurses 
“he past year in pihiting nursing, and 
n this connection 100 calls were made 

The traveling child. welfare clinics 

uring the year held 23 clinics in ru-

| districts, with an attendance of ~ 


276 babies and 249 pre-school child- 
ren. The city clinies also had a very 
successful year. -At. the Edmonton 
tlinie the total attendance ‘for the 
year was 3,583 with 2,900 babieh in 
attendance and 98 clinies were held: 
The nurses made 6,058 visits. At the 
Calgary clinic 118 eclinies were held, 
vith a total attenrance of 4,618, and 
3.646 babies... The nurses made 2,847 
visits. At the edicine Hat clinie there 
were 1,808 in attendance during the 
year, and the nurhes made 1,242 vis- 


its. 

During the year the six districts 
\urses who are established in remote 
jistricts for the benefit of the sett~ 
lers, made 621 calls, with 607 consul- 
tations, gitancing B85 medical cases, 
'%d surgteal cases and 35 obstetrical 
cases. 

The service recently established by 
the government of sending *a fully 
malified doctor and dentist to isola- 


ted districts periodically, resulted in’ 


4 total numbeF of examinations o 
264 by the doctor, and 338 examina- 
tions by the dentist, with necessary 
treatment given in each case, This 
service has been greatly appreciated 
by the isolated ,settlers, 

During the year clothing and relief

Turkey raising is not the difficult 
matter that many believe it to be, 
writes Mr. A. G. Taylor of the Poul- 
try Division, Dominion Experimental 
Farmh, who itemizes the essentials to 
success in this line. of poultry keep- 
ing as follws Well-drained soil; free 
range, well developed, healthy, unre- 
lated breeding stock; and palatable 
‘| foods properly and regularly fed. 

The birds are not confined to hou- 
ses and for winter nights require only 
the shelter of a straw-barn or closed 
in shed. Nor is the feeding an ex- 
pensive matter, Turkeys, — especially 
the Bronze which is owr largest and 
most popular breed, are great forag- 
ers and gather much of their food 
from the fields. Altogether there is 
little labour required in. keeping a 
flock; small initial investment will 
provide a suitable start; and the mar« 
net for dressed-turkeys is good both 
at Thankhgiving and Christmas.
